forests. Some observers, 
who did not wish to be identi­ 
fied, 
said the refugees were 
dying at a rate of 20 per 1.000. 
The observers saw hundreds 
of children too weak to stand. 
Many were in advanced stages 
of malnutrition. One young boy 
lay dying on the roadside. Oth­ 
ers with emaciated bodies bare­ 
ly could crawl. 
The Nigerian 3rd Commando 
Division and the Red Cross are 
caring for about 250,000 persons 
in the area. The Red Cross esti­ 
mated another 200.000 are not 
being cared for because they 
are not regarded officially as 
refugees.

Rickover Explains 
Need For Checks 
On U.S. Industry 


DETROIT (AP) — Govern­ 
ment controls are needed in in­ 
dustry 
because 
“self-policing 
does not give the public ade­ 
quate protection,” Navy Vice 
Admiral Hyman G. 
Rickover 
told the American Society for 
Metals Monday. 
“It is naive to believe that, 
somehow, 
American 
industry 
will rise above its own interests 
and altruistically give overriding 
consideration to public health 
and well-being,” the father of 
the nuclear submarine said. 
“Industry codes have a built­ 
in weakness,” he said, “for they 
are prepared and controlled on 
a voluntary basis by toe very 
people to whom they are ap­ 
plied. The analogy would be if 
the judge and the judged were 
the same.” 
After deaths and injuries from 
natural gas pipeline explosions, 
Congress appointed a code com­ 
mittee for that industry, and 
Rickover called for similar fed­ 
eral committees for ail indus­ 
tries. He blames accidents in toe 
pipeline industry on an “ineffec­ 
tive industry code.” 
“All 
of 
man’s 
experience 
shows that self-policing does not 
give toe public adequate pro­ 
tection. It does not even insure 
safe use of ordinary consumer 
goods such as foods, drugs and 
autos,” he said. 
Rickover said that the “com­ 
petence and experience” af tech­ 
nical societies and their code 
committees is needed, but that 
the 
setting up 
and enforce­ 
ment of the codes should be done 
by Congress.

Proposal No. 3 
It "will be too late for voters on Nov. 5 to 
study the proposals on the ballot in the polling 
booth. They should take a decision on the issue 
with them to the polls. 
This editorial is about Proposal No. 3 on the 
ballot. 
It would authorize the State of Michigan to 
issue general obligation bonds in the amount of 
$335 million to help finance a pure water pro­ 
gram in the state. 
The planners of the issue (Tile Michigan 
Department of Conservation) say that the 
present prospect is that the bond issue can meet 
its interest charges and principal payments with­ 
out any new taxes. This may be the prospect at 
the state and federal levels, (the state planners 
are talking about the state level), but it is not 
necessarily the prospect of the local level, where 
sewer and w;ater works project sponsors must 
raise some money to match state and federal 
grants. In the case of Escanaba, for instance, 
the present water usage tax could be used to fi­ 
nance this work, but it might have to be in­ 
creased. 
*

* 
(The pure water bonding is a companion 
measure to the Conservation Department’s other 
state bonding proposal, No. 4 on 
the ballot, 
which would authorize $100 million in bonds for 
a state outdoor recreational development pro­ 
gram. It would provide coho hatcheries, acquire 
land for parks, forests and wildlife areas, etc.) 
Former State 
Representative Einar Er- 
Jandsen of Escanaba. who is seeking re-election 
on Nov. 5, has announced opposition to Proposal 
No. 3. He believes that if the State Legislature 
appropriates money for the program each year 
until it is completed, the interest charges can 
be saved. This saving over the 30 years of the 
bond retirement, he suggests, would spare Mich­ 
igan’s taxpayers $522 million. 
Michigan’s financial officers reject the Er- 
landsen view and say that it would cost Mich­ 
igan taxpayers more eventually for public works 
to assure pollution abatement in public waters 
if the work were done on a pay-as-vou go basis 
than if there is a crash program now financed 
with bonds. And they add that not only will it 
be more expensive, it won’t be as effective, be­ 
cause the pollution process is already at work 
and increasing and there’s need to cope with it 
massively.

The state is confident that it can sell the 
pure water program bonds for a 4 per cent in­ 
terest charge or less. This would mean a repay­ 
ment cost, interest and principal, over the 30 
years of the $335 million water bond issue, of 
$•581,191,500 and of the $100 million recreation 
program issue of $173,490,000. 
This total would be $754,681,500 as calcu­ 
lated by the Michigan State Treasury Depart­ 
ment. This means a cost of $319.6 million in in­ 
terest, not $522 million. 
It’s still sazeable, of course, but the voter 
should not oversimplify the issue, as Erlandsen 
appears to have done. 
Our concerns should be: 
First, that the programs are needed. T h e 
state makes a very convincing case for this and 
Erlandsen does not oppose the programs, only the 
proposed method of paying for them. 
Second, that the ultimate cost of the pro­ 
grams be as economical as possible.

The state says that the cost of construction 
of the kind contemplated for the water program 
(sewers, water plants an d sewage treatment 
plants) is increasing at the rate of 4 per cent a 
year. And that the l a n d (much of it water­ 
front land) needed for the recreation program 
is becoming increasingly difficult to buy and 
increasing in price at the rate of IO per cent a 
year. 
It doesn’t take long at these rates to more 
than compensate for the 4 per cent interest 
charge on the bond funds. This is why the state 
urges bonding and why this newspaper also en­ 
courages a “Yes” vote on these proposals.

We will 
not be there when the great decisions affecting 
us and the rest of the world are made. 
At present budgeting levels, however, the 
launching of planetary probes and deep-space 
exploration in the early 1970s will be left to the 
almost exclusive domain of the U.S.S.R. 
For the advantages of expenditure reduc­ 
tion. the United States is accepting “for a long 
time, perhaps for the indefinite future,” tile 
disadvantage of a $econd-rate position in space, 
Baya Webb.

The Bomb 


Outside Chance To 
'Win' Moon Race

WASHINGTON — (NEA) — 
It is just possible 
that

Apollo fire of January, 1967, 
which took the lives of three 
astronauts may have cost the 
United States first place in the 
race for the moon. 
As a result af that dreadful 
fire. 6.000 design changes were 
made in the Apollo. All were 
intended to increase the safe­ 
ty factor.

A wide 
range of other activities were 
•lowed down (or not speeded

is a prisoner of decisions made 
early in the game. Once these 
decisions are incorporated in­ 
to the project, it becomes very 
costly and time-consuming to 
mane major cn&nges.

argue 
against men who want to pro­ 
vide more safety for our as­ 
tronaut*. No one wants to take 
undue chances.

tion can get to be a sort of 


complex. As one scientist puts 
it, it is very wise to look both 
ways before creasing the street. 
It can become a 
sickness to 
look both ways six, seven or 
eight times each time you come 
to a crossing. 
A second handicap the Unit­ 
ed States faces today in the 
moon race is the handicap of 
divided effort. U. S. space de­ 
velopment is split between the 
Pentagon with its Manned Or­ 
biting Laboratory Project and 
NASA with its Apollo. Neither 
is getting the full attention or 
backup it deserve?.

reason to believe Russia’s space

to detect from the air when he 
flew over the area Friday.

adoption act in 1953.
